A CONTRACT worth more than £800,000 was 
awarded to a community project by a 
Government minister despite the organisa¬ 
tion being in liquidation. 

Liberal Democrat Minister Andrew Stunell 
overturned the previous Government’s deci¬ 
sion to refuse the £839,000 sought for 
the Organisation Workshop by project Marsh 
Farm Outreach CIC (MFO) after campaigners 
from the project protested to him person¬ 
ally. 

A contract was signed on October 1 between 
MFO and the Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust (MFCDT) for the start of 
the workshop - which is designed to create 67 
jobs and new businesses - to begin three days 
later. 

But the trust discovered a winding up order 
was made against MFO on July 28 and, as a 
result, it believes MFO ‘did not have authority 
to sign the contract’. 

In law, liquidation is the process by which a 
company is brought to an end, and the assets 
and property of the company redistributed. It 
is also sometimes referred to as winding up. 

A statement released by the MFCDT, states 
the trust and other agencies involved were not 
aware of and had not been informed of this sit¬ 
uation prior to the signing of the contract 
which may have implications for the delivery 
of the project which has currently been sus¬ 
pended. 

When Luton on Sunday tried to contact Mr 
Stunell, who was appointed a Parliamentary 


Under-Secretary of State in the Department for 
Communities and Local Government in May, 
to ask him why he had agreed to give this 
money to an organisation which was in liqui¬ 
dation and whether he was aware of the pro¬ 
ject’s status at the time of the agreement, he 
was unavailable for comment. 

On Wednesday, MFO was successful in their 
appeal to have its winding up order rescinded 
at the High Court in London, although 
on Friday the Companies House website 
still has ‘in liquidation’ against the organisa¬ 
tion. 

Glenn Jenkins, a spokesman from the MFO, 
said: “When it comes to us not being able to 
sign the contract [because of the programme’s 
liquidation status], that is not how we under¬ 
stand it. This is because our bank accounts 
were not frozen. 

“We have a brilliant working relationship 
with the Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust. 

“We are preparing to re-sign the contract 
with the trust and I hope and expect to have 
the suspension lifted by Monday They are 
absolutely committed to take the project for¬ 
ward. 

“We’ve had a lot of people trying to stop this 
project happening but this is a unique project 
which has never happened in the UK. 

“It will give 67 unemployed people the oppor¬ 
tunity to create successful enterprises. This sit¬ 
uation is a complete distraction.” 

A Communities and Local Government 
spokeswoman, said: “We have been 
made aware that Marsh Farm Outreach 
were in the High Court on Wednesday facing 
a winding up order and that Luton

Mum’s anguish at killer's sentence cut

A MOTHER whose teenage daughter was 
stabbed more than 40 times says a decision 
to cut her killer’s jail term has left her 
‘heartbroken’. 

Karl Oakley, 24, had been sentenced to life 
for knifing ex-girlfriend 18-year-old Taylor 
Burrows to death in a ‘frenzied and brutal’ 
attack at her friend’s home in Enderby 
Road, Luton, in February 2009. 

Last December Oakley, of Trent Road, 
Luton, was ordered to serve a minimum of 
15 years having pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter at Luton Crown Court on the 
grounds of diminished responsibility. 


On Wednesday his sentence was reduced 
to 12 years by senior judges sitting at 
London’s Court of Appeal. 

Taylor’s mum, Carol Burrows, of Enderby 
Road, said of the decision: “I feel gutted and 
heartbroken. 

“If he is let out in 12 years he will only be 
36, he could have a full relationship with 
someone who knows nothing about him 
and it could happen again. 

“I seriously believe he is evil and had 
every intention of harming my daughter as 
soon as she finished with him. 

“Taylor was only 18, she had everything to 
live for. 

“I am very confused at the moment. 

“I am very upset. 

“I think he should stay in prison for the

Tears in the dock as benefit 
cheat mum put behind bars

A MOTHER of three broke down in 
tears when she was jailed for nine 
months on Friday for a £60,000 
benefit fraud. 

Emma Wright, 35, had kept a bank 
account secret for six years while 
claiming income support, housing 
benefit and council tax benefit 
while living in Hurst Way, Luton, 
said prosecutor Quinton 
Newcombe. 


Wright, 35, pleaded guilty at 
Luton Crown Court to two fraud 
charges amounting to a total of 
£59,562. 

She had since moved to Norfolk. 

Mr Newcombe said: “She with¬ 
held the existence of the bank 
account for about six years in order 
to allow her to claim benefits to 
which she was not entitled.” 

He said the deception began in 
about August 2002 and the account 
came to light in 2008, and that 
money was being paid into the 
account by the father of one of her 


children, who was not living with 
her at the time. Chloe Fordham, 
defending, said: “She was not living 
anything close to a lavish lifestyle 
but was watching the pennies while 
looking after her children. 

“If she goes to prison her partner 
will have to give up work to look 
after the children, aged between 16 
and two. 

“If the sentence is suspended she 
could do unpaid work and begin to 
pay compensation.” 

But Judge Peter de Mille said: 
“Benefit fraud is easily committed 


and all too common. You received 
benefits from two sources over a 
long period and you did that com¬ 
pletely dishonestly. 

“I accept you did not use the 
money for a lavish lifestyle, but for 
the benefit of your family, but that 
is often the case. 

“I also accept that immediate 
imprisonment will have an impact 
on your partner and your children, 
that is inevitable. 

“But nonetheless I cannot regard 
this case as exceptional and sus¬ 
pend the sentence.”

rest of his life. I am very raw and 

angry. Some people may say that 

three years aren’t very much but for 

me one day off that sentence is too 

much. 

“His lawyers tried to get the life tar¬ 
iff removed and for him to be put in 
hospital, that’s what it was all about. 
He would have been a patient not a 
prisoner.” 

When Taylor tried to call off their 
relationship, Oakley became increas¬ 
ingly aggressive and, less than a week 
before her death, he held a knife to 
her throat and threatened to kill her. 

A watered-down version of events 
was given to the police on that occa¬ 
sion and Oakley was given a formal 
warning to leave her alone. 

Days later he turned up at a friend 
and neighbour’s house, where Taylor 
was staying, and forced his way 
inside where he went into the kitchen 
and grabbed a knife. 


When Taylor came downstairs he 
jumped on her, stabbing her in the 
head, arms and body. 

This week the Court of Appeal heard 
how, while not suffering from schizo¬ 
phrenia or depression, Oakley had a 
personality disorder caused by a 
troubled upbringing. 

He had difficulty dealing with the 
breakdown of relationships and had 
previous convictions for harassing 
and assaulting past girlfriends. 

His lawyers said that not enough 
weight had been given to Oakley’s 
diminished responsibility when set¬ 
ting the minimum time he must 
serve behind bars. 

Once Oakley has served his new 
minimum sentence, he will still only 
be freed once the Parole Board is con¬ 
vinced the danger he poses to society 
has passed. 

If freed, he will remain on perpetual 
‘life licence’, subject to prison recall if 
he puts a foot wrong.

NDC(MFCDT) suspended the 
contract to begin the 
Organisational Workshop proj¬ 
ect whilst this matter is settled. 
We are awaiting further infor¬ 
mation on the circumstances 
behind this.” 

When asked why the depart¬ 
ment had previously stopped 
the money for funding, a 
spokeswoman said: “We can’t 
say any more than this.” 

On Wednesday Marsh Farm 
Community Development Trust 
(MFCDT) released a statement 
saying: ‘A contract was signed 
on October 1 by Marsh Farm 
Outreach CIC (MFO) and 
MFCDT with the project begin¬ 
ning on October 4. 

‘It has since come to light that 
a Winding Up Order was made 
against MFO on July 28, 2010 


and, as a result, MFCDT 
believes MFO did not have 
authority to sign the contract. 

‘MFCDT and the other agen¬ 
cies involved were not aware of 
or had been informed of this 
situation prior to the signing of 
the contract. 

‘MFCDT understands that 
MFO has been to the High 
Court today appealing to have 
their Winding Up Order 
rescinded. We are awaiting offi¬ 
cial notification of the decision. 

‘These developments may 
have implications for the deliv¬ 
ery of the Organisation 
Workshop project which has 
now been suspended pending 
consideration by MFCDT and 
the other agencies involved. 

‘They will also take into 
account the decision by the High 
Court and the Insolvency Office.’

AN 89-YEAR-OLD faces being kicked 
out of her care home by the council 
which employed her as a lollipop lady 
for 40 years. 

On Monday, Alzheimer’s sufferer Violet 
Chater, who in 1995 was awarded an 
MBE for her long service at Ramridge 
Primary School, was told The Mount, in 
Tennyson Road, Luton, could close next 
year. 

The news came as a devastating blow 
for Mrs Chater’s family She spent most 
of her career on the payroll of Luton 
Borough Council which runs the 
dementia home where she was admitted 
11 months ago. 

Mrs Chater had helped children cross 
Turners Road North since Ramridge 
School first opened in the early 1950s. 
She retired in 1995. 

Her daughter, Sandy McDowell, said: “I 
understand there have got to be cuts, 
but why do they target the vulnerable 
first? They could make so many other 
cuts. 

“When I was looking for a home for my 
mum before I decided on this place 
because when I came to visit I was so 
impressed. 

“When I found out what they planned 
to do I was so upset and angry. 

“My mum has been doing so well here, 
they have helped her so much and she 
has started walking again. They look 
after her so well, all the patients here as 
so happy and the staff are amazing.” 



A council spokesman said: “The execu¬ 
tive has recommended that Luton 
Borough Council carry out a 90-day for¬ 
mal consultation looking at the possible 
reprovision of care services for residents 
at The Mount. 

“We would like to make it clear that no 
decision has been made and current res-

New zebra foal arrival 
is on the run already

A SIX-day-old zebra foal is giving her fellow stripey 
friends a run for their money at Whipsnade Zoo. 

Keepers were pleased to see the first zebra born 
in more than five years on Monday, sprinting 
around the paddock. 

Itching to get going right from the start, the leggy 
youngster, which is yet to be named, was up and 
about straight away and can be seen gamboling 
around the lush green paddock which is home 
to the nine Grevy’s Zebra. 

Africa section leader Mark Holden said: “This 
is fantastic news for the zoo, Sabina kept us 
waiting for a bit longer than we thought, but 
she got there in the end. 

“She’s really looking after the foal very 
well and is a seasoned mother. It’s also 
good news for the species as a whole, as 
Grevy’s zebra are much endangered in 
the wild.” 

Grevy’s zebras grow to 160 cm in height 
and can weigh up to 450kg which makes them the 
largest of the equids family which includes horses, 
zebras and asses. 

While they have the same body shape as other equids, 
the Grevy’s zebra has a long head and neck and slender 
legs resting on a single digit in the form of a hoof. 

As foals they are born with a brown tinge, which soon 
turns to the distinct black and white. 

They are now only found in north-eastern Ethiopia 
and Kenya and live in the dry, semi-desert grasslands of 
Africa. 

Grevy’s zebras are bred at Whipsnade Zoo as part of a 
European Endangered Species Programme. 

This new addition makes it the 26th foal born at the 


zoo.

A PATIENT said she was ‘disgust¬ 
ed' to have found blood smeared 
across a chair in an NHS walk-in 
Centre waiting area. 

Hayley Frank, 19, went into the 
clinic in Chapel Street, Luton, on 
October 1, for a repeat prescrip¬ 
tion and found the large stain on 
a seat. 

She claims it was there for a 
quarter of an hour before it was 
eventually cleaned up, and took a 
picture of the blood on her 
mobile phone. 

Miss Frank, a University of 
Bedfordshire journalism student, 
told Luton on Sunday: “It looked 
like it had been there for a 
while. 

“I was there for about five min¬ 
utes and was then called in for my 
appointment. I mentioned some¬ 
thing to the doctor and when I 
came out I expected it to be gone 
but it wasn’t, so I said something 
to reception.

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2011 census will mean 100 new jobs 


AROUND 100 jobs will be creat¬ 
ed in Luton to prepare for the 
census next year. 

A major campaign is underway 
to recruit part-time staff for roles 
such as co-ordinators and col¬ 
lectors which can be combined 
with other work or family and 
caring responsibilities. 

The national census, conduct¬ 
ed by the Office for National 
Statistics, takes place every ten 
years and is a count of every per¬ 
son living in the UK. 


Jerry Lake, census area manag¬ 
er for Luton, said: “We anticipate 
around 100 posts will be avail¬ 
able locally, and the successful 
applicants will be helping to 
ensure that the 2011 census is 
carried out smoothly and effec¬ 
tively across the borough.” 

The information from the cen¬ 
sus is used to build a detailed 
picture of communities and is 
not shared with any other 
Government department or 
organisation. 


The statistics produced are 
help to decide how much money 
to give to towns like Luton for 
services including health, the 
police, schools and colleges, 
housing, roads and public trans¬ 
port. 

Every household will receive a 
census form in early March next 
year to be returned by post and, 
for the first time, it will also be 
possible to complete it online. 

The census day will be on 
March 27.

Borough Council leader 
Hazel Simmons, Luton 
South MP Gavin Shuker and 
Pip Hesketh, of Luton 
Learning and Community 
Partnership. 

Cllr Simmons, said: “It is 
going to be a wonderful land¬ 
mark for the town, which is 
going to become a city. 

“Luton deserves the best.” 

Mr Shuker said: “This is a 


really big investment in the 
community that will last for 
years to come. 

“In the 1960s, before I was 
born - I know, shocking - 
they built Wardown 
Swimming Pool, and when I 
used to go for swimming les¬ 
sons every week it was a bit 
crusty then. 

“This centre will not be like 
that. Luton is the kind of 
place that’s on the up.”

SIR - Councillor Barry Neale 
(Lutonline, October 2010) is asking 
the people of Luton to be complicit 
in cutting their own throats, asking 
us where the axe should fall first. 

Two questions are asked. Firstly, 
what should we do differently?

No one is talking of being wasteful 
or indulgent.

As the Institute for Fiscal 
Studies demonstrates, the cuts will 
have a disproportionate effect on 
the poor, which leads some to 
believe that they themselves will not 
suffer. 

But rubbish bins not being emp¬ 
tied, libraries being closed, parks left 
unkempt, street lamps being turned 
off... what daft cash-saving scheme 
will be considered next? 

An alternative would include 
placing the banks under democratic 
control, stopping disgusting cash 
bonuses, raising revenue by taxing 
the rich, withdrawing troops from 
Afghanistan, cancelling Trident, 
and plugging tax loopholes so 
that corporations and fat cats 
cannot cheat the system by tax 
avoidance. 

Addressing the ‘tax gap’ is a vital 
part of tackling the deficit. Figures 
produced by the Tax Justice Network 
show that £25 billion is lost annually 
in tax avoidance, and a further £70 
billion in tax evasion by large com¬ 
panies and wealthy individuals. 

An additional £26 billion is going 
uncollected. 

So, let’s start there and leave our 
services untouched and dare we 
suggest improved. 

If you, like us, believe that there is 
an alternative to cuts and are refus¬ 
ing to do the dirty work of Cllr 
Neale, join us on October 20 on the 
Town Hall steps when the Spending 
Review is announced.

Ron Turvey makes a good point 
that it is the responsibility of all 
managers to monitor and reduce 
costs, and of course he is right in 
that. To be able to do that, managers 
need to know what their costs are. 

The way that energy is used and 
paid for at the moment, from read¬ 
ing publicly available council docu¬ 
ments, is that managers do now 
know how much energy is being 
used in their areas, so help is needed 
from the climate change team, and 
by any measure, they seem to be 
good value for money. 

Having made some enquiries, I can 
assure Mr Turvey that neither man¬ 
agers, nor other staff at Luton, get a 
bonus and I do not believe that they 
should get a bonus, as suggested by 
him, if they make cost savings - that 
is part of their job.

The latest report by the Royal 
Society, dated September 2010, stu¬ 
diously summarising a huge body of 
scientific research, states: ‘There is 
strong evidence that the warming of 
the Earth over the last half-century 
has been caused largely by human 
activity, such as the burning of fossil 
fuels and changes in land use, 
including agriculture and deforesta¬ 
tion.’ 

On the probability of climate 
change: what if expert engineers 
told you that there was a 90 per cent 
chance of your house collapsing and 
killing those most dear to you within 
it? 

Would you not act urgently, even if 
a few doubters came along to sug¬ 
gest otherwise? Supposing it were 
‘only’ 70 per cent? Or 40 per cent? Or 
just ten per cent? And what if it were 
the only home we have in the uni¬ 
verse - our planet? 

The science is inevitably complex, 
and in the nature of things we 
cannot be completely sure of the 
future. 

The Royal Society report notes that 
scientists continue to work to nar¬ 
row areas of uncertainty, but it has 
been suggested elsewhere that if 
anything scientists, with their con¬ 
cern for truth and integrity, may 
have been too cautious in their 
warnings. 

However much it alarms us, we 
have to assume that catastrophic 
change awaits the planet in the form 
of more frequent extreme weather 
events, famine, flooding, disease and 
war, affecting the poorest and most 
vulnerable first - unless we take 
action immediately and in funda¬ 
mental ways to curb our exploita¬ 
tion of the environment. 

We need a new vision of how we 
can live differently together, escap¬ 
ing consumerism, discovering 
true social justice and care for all, 
both in our town and in the world at 
large.

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Police diesel gaffes cost 
thousands to put right...

BEDFORDSHIRE Police drivers have mistak¬ 
enly filled the force’s diesel cars with petrol 39 
times in the last two years. 

That is despite every vehicle being marked 
with fuel sticker. 

And the accidental mis-fuels by officers and 
staff have cost the taxpayer £2,456 to put right. 

The statistic was revealed following a request 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

Of the authority’s 320-strong fleet, 262 of the 
vehicles run on diesel. 

A police spokeswoman explained the officers 
and staff may not be assigned to the same car 
every time. 

She said: “Between the financial years 
2008/09 and 2009/10, the fleet as a whole cov¬ 
ered in excess of 8.4 million miles, attending 
incidents and carrying out operational policing 
in the county. 

“The 39 mis-fuels recorded in the last two 
years represent only a fraction of a per cent of 
the number of fill-ups we have carried out in 
driving those 8.4 million miles. 

“The average direct cost of a mis-fuel is 
approximately £63 and all vehicles are marked 
with a sticker stating which fuel they require, in 


addition to this some vehicles have fuel hole 
restrictors to prevent unleaded nozzles being 
used. 

“We are working hard to reduce costs associ¬ 


ated with operating our fleet and despite 
increasing our fleet by 11 and driving an addi¬ 
tional 48,000 miles this year compared to last, 
we actually saved over £45,000 on fuel.” 


County’s 
CPS rated 
good’ in 
new report 

A REPORT published on 
Wednesday has found the Crown 
Prosecution Service delivers 
‘good’ service. 

Bedfordshire’s overall service 
has ‘improved’ on it’s 2007 
inspection, with all of the 13 areas 
assessed at least a ‘fair’ rating 
from the independent statutory 
body. 

The CPS Inspectorate’s chief 
inspector, Michael Fuller, said: “I 
am pleased that this inspection 
has found that overall CPS 
Bedfordshire’s casework is dealt 
with to a good standard. 

“The handling of Crown Court 
casework is particularly 
encouraging, there has been a 
marked improvement since our 
last assessment in the handling of 
the disclosure of unused material 
and the application of the custody 
time limit regime which we found 
to be excellent. 

“Overall we found that the area 
was good. Aspects of performance 
which have attracted critical 
comment for some time, 
particularly the area’s approach 
to community engagement are 
now being addressed. 

“The primary challenge in this 
and future years will be to achieve 
the necessary savings to make up 
its projected budget shortfall. The 
area needs to review its current 
structure and identify options for 
making substantive cost savings. 

“Our recommendations should 
result in budgetary savings, which 
is a key CPS national priority.” 


Thief sent to jail after being 
identified from CCTV picture 


A MAN has been jailed after a 
member of the public identified 
him after seeing CCTV images 
the police circulated. 

On Monday Jean Saintilmond 
(right), 24, of no fixed abode, 
appeared at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court where he pleaded guilty 
to the charge of theft and was 
sentenced to 35 days imprison¬ 
ment. 

During the investigation, PC 
Cathy O’Connor, who led the 
inquiry, had circulated the 
CCTV picture of Saintilmond to 
the local press in a hope that 
someone would come forward 
to help identify him. 

PC O’Connor said: “I would 
like to say a big thank you to the 
member of public who helped 


with this investigation and also 
to members of the media who 
published the CCTV image. 

“Without the public’s help it 
would be very difficult for the 
police to pursue this type of 
crime and I would encourage 
anyone who has information 
about criminal activity in their 
area to come forward and tell 
the police what they know. 

“They can do this completely 
anonymously and have a big 
impact on reducing crime in 
their area.”

Arrest was load off dealer’s mind 


WHEN police knocked at the door 
of a drug dealer he was secretly 
relieved, his barrister told a 
court. 

Mizaur Rahman, 28, of Maple 
Road West, Luton, had been 
working for dealers he owed 
money to, but even though his 
debt was cleared he was still 
under pressure to carry on 
supplying crack cocaine and 
heroin - something he did not 
want to do. 

Clive Smith, defending at Luton 
Crown Court on Thursday, said: 
“When police called it was a 
relief because he knew he would 
no longer be at the beck and call 
of the dealers.” 


Rahman pleaded guilty to two 
charges of possessing Class A 
drugs with intent to supply and 
possessing cannabis for personal 
use. 

He was jailed for two years and 
four months and £1,455 cash 
found at the house was 
confiscated as proceeds of crime. 

Daniel Siong, prosecuting, said 
the raid was carried out on 
February 17 this year and 
Rahman was fully cooperative 
with police. 

Seventeen wraps of crack 
cocaine and eight wraps of 
heroin were found worth about 
£330 on the streets, along with 
cannabis and drug paraphernalia. 


He told them he owed £2,500 
to dealers from his addiction to 
‘smoking weed’. He began dealing 
from home in November last 
year, and had repaid the debt. 

The week of the raid was the 
first time he would have made a 
personal profit, he said. 

Rahman said he had been put 
under ‘intense pressure’ to store, 
bag up and sell the drugs and 
was given a mobile phone for 
customers to contact him. 

He said his parents were in 
poor health, his grandmother 
died and he was badly injured in 
a cycle crash which all led to 
greater drug use and a gambling 
habit. 


Car plate thefts 
still at high level 
despite big drop 

MORE than 1,500 number plates have been 
stolen across Bedfordshire in the last two 
years. 

However, the number of these types of 
crimes has dropped by almost a third in the 
past 12 months. 

Figures released by Bedfordshire Police 
under the Freedom of Information Act show 
643 vehicle registration plates were taken 
from vehicles, homes and other buildings 
last year. 

During the previous year, 919 were stolen. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said: 
“Number plate theft is a relatively easy 
crime to commit as plates aren’t too difficult 
to remove. 

“Many people do not park their cars in 
garages and very often residential streets are 
not covered by CCTV cameras. 

“However, we record approximately 40,000 
crimes a year in the county, so this type of 
crime is a relatively small percentage. 

“It is believed that the plates are used for a 
variety of reasons. 

“In some cases they are taken to assist in 
the committal of crimes such as theft of 
petrol, as false plates help to disguise a vehi¬ 
cle, however they may also be used to avoid 
congestion charges or commit road traffic 
offences such as speeding.” 

Bedfordshire Police initially ran Operation 
CAPS (Car Accessory Protection Scheme), 
which offered an opportunity for members 
of the public to have their number plates 
secured by neighbourhood officers and 
make them harder to remove. 

The spokeswoman explained: “Primarily, 
this was done using an epoxy resin glue to 
prevent the fixings holding the plate to car 
being tampered with. 

“Although the operation is no longer as 
widespread, the Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams still carry kits to enable them to 
secure plates using non-returnable screws. 

“In addition to raising awareness, in recent 
years there have also been a number of 
products made readily available in high 
street shops to enable people to cheaply 
and quickly secure their plates.” 

Cops’ burglary tip-off 
leads to drugs bust 

POLICE officers discovered a cannabis 
factory while responding to a burglary tip- 
off - for the second time in two weeks. 

More than 60 plants of the drug and 390 
pots containing roots were found after a 
‘concerned’ caller had rung about a house 
in Readers Close, Dunstable, on Tuesday 
morning. 

Full hydroponics lighting and air 
filtration systems were also discovered on 
the first floor, and a 27-year-old man was 
arrested for producing a controlled drug. 
He was later released on police bail 
pending further inquiries. 

It is the second time in the past fortnight 
that police have uncovered the production 
of cannabis plants in the town, although 
the discoveries are not connected. 

Officers had previously found 110 plants 
at a house in Worthington Street while 
responding to a ‘burglary’ on September 
22 . 

Safer Neighbourhood Team Inspector 
Bill Abram said drugs will not be 
tolerated. 

He said: “We would urge the community 
to continue to contact us with their 
suspicions, because we will act on them.” 

The arrest comes as Bedfordshire Police 
moves forward with ‘Op Vision’, which is 
aimed at reducing burglary and 
promoting crime prevention.

Offering victims help 


TWO women a week on average 
are killed by a partner or ex¬ 
partner, accounting for around 
half of all murders of women in 
the UK. 

It is the sort of shocking figure 
agencies in Bedfordshire are try¬ 
ing to help reduce, and one way is 
to hold a series of events to raise 
awareness of the issue and show 
those affected there is help at 
hand. 

Luton’s Community Safety 
Partnership co-ordinator, Nikki 
Middleton, said: “We do recog¬ 
nise some of the violence is by 
women against men. Abuse also 
happens in same sex relation¬ 
ships on the same level as hetero¬ 
sexual relationships. 

“However, when you look at 
high risk cases the victims are 
overwhelmingly female.” 


ONE in four women, and one in six men, experience 
domestic violence at some point in their lives. This 
month it is Domestic Abuse Awareness Month, which 
aims to tackle the problem head-on. CHRISTINA 
JOHNSON spoke to a Luton community safety 
co-ordinator about what sort of help is available to 
those who need it. 



In Luton, there has been an 
increase in the number of crimes 
and incidents relating to domes¬ 
tic abuse, with 1,251 and 3,868 
respectively between April 2009 
and March 2010. 

The awareness month is also 
being run by a number of agen¬ 
cies and aims to get across three 
key messages 

Mrs Middleton said: “The first is 
that domestic abuse is not 
acceptable in any form. What we 
know is that those who abuse 
people will often convince them 
it’s their fault and that it’s normal. 
This is not the case and it’s not 
acceptable. 

“The second is that help is avail¬ 
able. People can feel very trapped 
and different factors can increase 
this, including financial or racial. 
The help does not just mean 
phoning the police though. 

“The third is that agencies are 
working together. We recognise 
domestic abuse is complicated 
and we are committed to working 
together to ensure that victims 
are supported and perpetrators 
held accountable. 


“My role is to work with the 
agencies in the most effective 
ways and we see a spectrum of 
cases from people having argu¬ 
ments to very serious violence 
and, in some cases, death.” 

The Specialist Domestic 
Violence Courts in Luton and 
Bedford have also proved very 
useful, according to Mrs 
Middleton. 

She added: “These are courts 
where staff are specially trained 
to deal with cases or domestic 
abuse and which can offer addi¬ 
tional support to victims and wit¬ 
nesses. 

“This can include special meas¬ 
ures such as privacy screens so 
the victim doesn’t have to see the 
offender, or support from an 
independent domestic violence 
advisor. 

“The advisor is available to high 
risk victims of domestic abuse 
and works with both female and 
male victims. 

“They are independent of any 
other agency including the police 
or local authority and work to 
give practical support and advice

“Multi-agency risk assess¬ 
ment conferences also con¬ 
sider high risk cases of 
domestic abuse referred by 
agencies within the town.

Contrast and colour are the key to developments 


I DO not normally have much truck with 
right-wing reactionary politics. You sense a 
but, which is correct and it is to do with 
planning. 

For centuries towns and cities were built mainly 
unplanned and the result, while rarely chaos, was 
often more pleasing to the eye because it was 
unplanned. 

Then along came planners. To be fair, in many 
places along came the Luftwaffe, after which 
some planning was needed to rebuild our towns 
and cities. Now while I see some planning as nec¬ 
essary and good, the heart and soul of towns and 
cities were ripped out and replaced by concrete. 

Where this did not happen, huge suburban 
estates were built, complete with shops, schools 
and a pub. It may be just me, but those estate 
pubs were always slightly unwelcoming, especial¬ 
ly to strangers. 

I do remember one where, every Sunday night, 
the locals performed their own version of Sumo 
wrestling. 

The bar floor was cleared, a ring was made of 
pool cues and ice was used instead of rice. Then 
roof tilers, plasterers and bricklayers would strip 
to their waist and begin combat, displaying, if not 
the art of Sumo, at least the physique. 

Not quite soulless but even so, any stranger to 
the pub may not have tarried. Many such pubs 
are being closed down, as are many town pubs, 
but rarely those built before planners started 
designing them. 

I do realise that there may have been some dis¬ 
asters in days gone by, which have either fallen 
down or been knocked down, so only the best is 
left. 

Today everyone recognises that the concrete 
mistakes were a mistake. But even now there is 
a homogeneity about housing estates being built. 

Part of the beauty of many older streets is the 
contrast of design and colour that breaks up the 
view and pleases the eye. 


Why cannot different styles be embraced on the 
same bit of land? Planners seem unhappy with 
this and only want different sizes of home and dif¬ 
ferent methods of ownership. Is there enough 
social housing is often the key question, not how 
attractive the development is. 

I cannot help feeling that if planners had 
designed beer, we would all have been drinking 
keg bitter by now. Which is somewhat ironic, as 
whenever I attend the Bedford Beer Festival, such 
as this week, it is full of such people. 

R ECENTLY I attended a meeting in London 
on how Freedom of Information 
legislation was working five years down 
the line. 

The general view was that it was a success story 
but that may have been because most of the peo¬ 
ple there were government officials whose job 
involved Fol. 

I pointed out that it was not working so well and 
one of the main ambitions had not been met. 

This was that using the law would, over time, 
become unnecessary as every government organ¬ 
isation would freely give out the information in 
the new, open society being created. 

This has not happened and even information that 
a local government body would have handed out a 
few years ago is now often referred to the Fol officer. 
So the reverse of what was promised is happening. 

Last week we even had the situation where we 
had asked for information from Bedfordshire Fire 
Brigade concerning their cars. A subsequent Fol 
request showed that original information we 
received to be incorrect. 

So, Fol is good but it has not changed the culture 
of government, where information is still only 
dragged out, after some kicking and screaming. 

And Tony Blair admitted Fol was a mistake, as it 
let the public know what was going on. 

Open government, like religious tolerance, is 
still more myth than reality.

Hazel’s gold fever 


LOUISE HAZEL had the last laugh as she 
claimed a shock Commonwealth Games 
gold in Delhi yesterday. 

The 25-year-old Londoner won the hep¬ 
tathlon ahead of England team-mate 
Grace Clements, who took bronze on a 
day which began with Jo Jackson taking 
the 20-kilometre walk title in India’s 
capital. 

Greg Rutherford won long-jump silver at 
the Jawaharlal Nehru Stadium, but Chris 
Tomlinson’s season ended in a whimper 
as injury contributed to his failure to 
register a legal leap. 

Hazel’s triumph meant the day was 
bookended by England golds following 
Jackson’s early victory. 

Hazel finished the seven-discipline 
event with a total of 6, J56 points, clinging 
on to gold by 56 points from silver medal¬ 
list Jessica Zelinka, of Canada, who won 


the final event, the 800m, in two minutes 
15.26 seconds. Hazel, who finished in 
2mins 20.33secs, said: “In January I told 
my physio that I was going to get a gold 
medal, but I was only joking. 

“So to come here, be realistically outside 
of a medal chance, and to come away 
with gold is more than I ever expected.” 

In the men’s long jump, Rutherford leapt 
8.22m to finish second to Australia’s 
Fabrice Lapierre, who won gold in 8.30m. 

The 23-year-old from Milton Keynes 
said: “I wanted to win, I knew there were 
some big jumps in me and I’m gutted I 
didn’t get over 8.30m - I really felt as if I 
could have done that. 

“But it’s all about producing on the day 
and 8.22m is the best jump I’ve ever done 
in a major final.” 

England shooter Anita North drew on 
the experience of her last competition in 


India to win the gold medal after beating 
Scotland’s Shona Marshall in the women’s 
singles trap. 

North, a 47-year-old regulatory affairs 
specialist from Cambridge, fired a 
winning score of 93 to pip Scotland’s 
Shona Marshall, who finished with 9J, to 
the gold. 

The Home Nations wrapped up the 
swimming programme with proof they 
are closing the gap on Australia. 

British swimmers claimed 38 medals in 
total, including nine gold medals, thanks 
to the efforts of English quartet Rebecca 
Adlington, Liam Tancock, James Goddard 
- who all secured two apiece - and Fran 
Halsall as well as Scottish pair Robbie 
Renwick and Hannah Miley. 

Adlington said: “I am always ready to 
challenge Australia. We are going to start 
overtaking them soon.”

YESTERDAY marked what 
would have been Beatle John 
Lennon’s 70th birthday. 

The Fab Four once sang, 
‘Money Can’t Buy Me Love’. Well, 
it seems in the Luton Town man¬ 
ager’s case, that all the money in 
Manchester City owner Sheikh 
Mansoor’s deep pockets couldn’t 
buy him any of late. 

But on Friday he made a very 
persuasive case as to just why 
there should be a little more 
singing and a little less sniping. 

Most football press confer¬ 
ences are necessary, if 
uneventful, affairs. 

We journalists find out who’s 
fit and who’s not, the mood in 
the camp and what a tough 
prospect the next opponents 
are, be they high-fliers or rele¬ 
gation fodder. 

But once in a blue moon the 
media emerges from the 
manager’s office and thinks, 
‘Wow. That could be a turning 
point.’ Having personally cov¬ 
ered Luton under four differ¬ 
ent managers there has been 
one of these under every cus¬ 
todian - and they’ve all been 
at the tail end of their stay - 
almost a last rights on the 
Luton career. 

Take, for example, not too 
many moons ago, the day 
where the press were assem¬ 
bled and told to make admin¬ 
istration, the threat of relega¬ 
tion and a sense of impending 
doom, ‘smell a bit sweeter’. 


Naturally it was met with deri¬ 
sion. 

But if sense prevails after 
Money’s clear-the-air-talk on 
Friday, his critics might just 
think, ‘actually, it ain’t half bad’. 

And it’s not. 

Perhaps I’m putting myself 
in the firing line, but in my 
time covering Luton it has 
been Money’s charges who 
have played the best football, 
hands down. It’s no use harp¬ 
ing back and saying what 
happened in the eighties or 
the nineties or the noughties.

The actions of the board 
wanting Money to extend his 
stay should say it all about the 
job he is undertaking. 

What he is doing - and it’s 
still a work in progress - is 
drag a club out of the dol¬ 
drums. 

Unfortunately, for most of 
my time I’ve seen nothing but 
defeat, financial woes and rel¬ 
egation - three of them in fact. 

Last year I saw sparkling, 
free-flowing football, goals 
galore and a title chase.

Manny out to put debut drama 


BOXING 

MANNY Oshunrinde has promised to give Matt 
‘Firefighter’ Jack hell when the pair go toe-to-toe 
as part of the Graham Earl promoted Judgement 
Night on Saturday at Northampton Cricket Ground. 

The middleweight from Luton via London and US 
believes his second fight will really get his career 
off to a bang after medical complications put paid 
to his debut against Brian Cusack in Bedford in 
May. 

The affable character, who fights out of former 
world champion Earl’s House of Champions gym 
on New Bedford Road, produced a storming first 
two rounds before he suffered an allergic reaction 
to codeine taken for an old basketball injury. 

He ultimately lost by knockout before receiving 
extended treatment at ringside and kept in 
hospital for two days. 

“I’m definitely ready for this fight,” he said. “I was 
ready for the last one but my previous injury just 
crept up on me at the wrong time. 

“I haven’t done a lot of research [on Jack], but I’ve 
seen the opponents that he’s lost to. You can’t 
judge a book by its cover or a fighter based on the 
opponents he’s lost to, but I’m going to give him 
hell. 

“The most important thing is winning. Looking 
good is another thing, but if you look good and 
lose, you haven’t really benefited. I want to 
entertain the crowd but a win is the most thing. 

“Going for the knockout might not be the best 
thing but if it comes, I’ll take it. 

“I had my last opponent [Cusack] down but he 
got saved by the bell. I wasn’t going for the 
knockout, I just caught him with a good right hand. 

“I’ll do everything I’ve learnt in the gym and I’m 
pretty sure the knockout will come.” 


Oshunrinde’s passage into the fight game 
came after his knee problems put an end of 
hopes of a career in professional basketball. 

He was offered a scholarship to play for 
Albany State University in Georgia and upped 
sticks from London to cross the pond. Spells 
playing in Italy followed before he sought a 
new path. 

“I got convinced to come out here and try 
something different, since I wasn’t playing 
basketball,” he said. 

“Previous to basketball I did do amateur boxing 
in Georgia, so I did have somewhat of a boxing 
background, but I didn’t pursue it because I got a 
scholarship which I couldn’t refuse. 

“A friend of mine introduced me to Jack Lindsay 
who’s had a couple of world 
champion, Luton’s Billy Schwer being one of them. 

“I was working with him in the Lewsey Farm 
Amateur Boxing Club for a while. They wanted me 
to go back to the amateur game, but I personally 
think that I was a bit too mature of the amateur 
game - not that I was above it though. 

“A friend of mine then introduced me to Graham 
Earl and I’ve been with him since the end of 2008. It’s 
been a pretty good experience working with him. 

“He’s shown me a lot of simple things to 
add to my arsenal. He’s told me things about that I 
knew and things I didn’t know - just things that 
can take my career to the next level.” 

Oshunrinde will be on the exciting undercard of 
Judgement Night which is co-headlined by two 
title bouts featuring Earl-managed fighters.

were a machine. Any other 
year, Luton’s points total 
would have seen their stay in 
the Blue Square Bet Premier 
as a short one.

Boyd, Terry Holmes and Joe Hillerby who will fight

Ahead of his second show, Earl said: "It's looking 
good. The fighters are all in good shape and it's 
going to be a good night of boxing for the fans.”

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Money urges fens to see 
how far club has come

RICHARD Money has been offered a deal to 
extend his stay at Luton Town - but says he won't 
sign it... yet. 

The manager made the revelation in a passion¬ 
ate press conference on Friday, which he called in 
the aftermath of anger from some fans at their 
crushing last gasp 2-1 defeat to big spending 
Crawley Town on Tuesday night. 

Money (pictured right) felt forced into a defence 
of his team selection and expressed his shock that 
detractors can’t see the progress that the club as a 
whole has made since he took over last season. 

But he said that the only way the club can con¬ 
tinue to make strides forward is with everyone 
from board level, management, staff, players and 
supporters pulling in the same direction. 

“Over the past two or three weeks, the people 
who run this football club have come to me and 
they want me to stay for an extended period,” he 
said. “I haven’t discussed it with them, I haven’t 
signed it and I’m not going to - and I’ll tell you 
why. 

“If I don’t feel that everyone is in the same ship, 
pushing forward in the same way and under¬ 
standing how you build and rebuild a proper 
football club - which we are doing - whilst still 
affecting first team performance and results, then 
I won’t sign it. That’s simple.” 

He added: “Every single football club that I have 
ever worked for, and will ever work for again, is 
always a better club when I leave it than when I 
arrive. This club is already better now than when 
I came here. 

“It’s younger, it’s more athletic, the young play¬ 


ers are already assets in some cases, but will 
become even bigger assets in the future. 

“This football club is extremely sound and sta¬ 
ble and I am not going to destroy that.” 

On some section of the support calling for his 
head, he said: “I can promise you this - if it ever 
gets to a stage where I don’t want to do this job, or 
I don’t think I’m the right person for this job, the 
fans won’t have to do anything. Pure and simple. 

“In my opinion, they cannot have a better man¬ 
ager in this league than me right now, or in the 
one above or the one above that. That’s reality. 

“I think there is a lot of support out there but 
there is a section of people who are never happy. 

“The performance on Tuesday night wins that 
game nine times out of ten. That is all people 
should concentrate on.” 

He added: “Twelve months ago I took over an 
ageing, over-hyped, overrated and over paid 
squad of players. Within 12 months we now have 
a much younger, vibrant and cost effective group 
of players who, in my opinion are a lot better than 
the group we had last year. 

“People should also know that the squad that we 
have now costs 30 per cent less than what it cost 
last year. 

“It means that the budget is sustainable, not 
only for the short term, but for the long term 
future. 

“If people don’t want that in their manager, if 
they are only going to be concerned with the 
short term, want a team that are going to hoof it 
forward and are not bothered about the long 
term, then go and get somebody else. 

“If you want to look at first team results in the 
league in my tenure, we have played 43 games, 
won 24 games, drawn 11 and lost eight. We’ve 



scored 81 goals and conceded 36. If 
that isn’t good enough for some peo¬ 
ple, then they know what they have to 
do - just keep forcing the pressure, 
make the people upstairs a bit jittery and 
it happens. All I’m saying is, be careful 
what you ask for. 

“I don’t believe any football club can go 
forward if the board, the manager, the 
players and the supporters are not all 
together as one. 

“At the minute, I genuinely feel that I 
don’t know what more they [fans] want us 
to do. 

“Are they genuinely saying that if we are 
not top of the league and running away 
with it every year, that they are going to call 
for the manager’s head? Where are we 
going if that’s the situation? 

“We have a real football club re-emerging 
at this place, right now. We are moving so 
strongly in the right direction it is unbeliev¬ 
able. 

“Again, I say, if people are demanding what 
I’m hearing they are at the minute, then 
be careful what you ask for. 

“You may just get a manager that 
smashing everything up the top, 
is only interested in the short 
term, throws too much 
money at it and puts the 
club in trouble over 
the next two or 
three years. 

“If that’s what d 
you want go and ^ 
get it.”
